1 . Claims 1-11 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest an internal bus connected to an output of 
each AD converter, a memory unit connected to the internal bus for storing a connection 
condition table which includes information for the connection condition; a CPU bus 
connected to the internal bus of each of the gas analyzers and an analyzer processing 
unit including a CPU connected to the CPU bus, the CPU operating in accordance with 
a program for controlling each of gas analyzers. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
